DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of prior 
art taken alone or in combination shows an electric dental floss having a plurality of 
spaced floss strands stretched on a floss holder and being held taut in a direction 
perpendicular to an axial direction of a drive shaft of the floss holder, wherein one of the 
floss strands passes across an extension line of the drive shaft. The closest prior art is 
Poulos et al (USP 5,279,314), figure 4 of Poulos et al shows an extension of line (A) of 
the drive shaft (104); however, Poulos et al fails to teach the strand of floss passes 
across the extension of line and figure 4 does not clearly show whether the strand of 
floss passes across the extension of line of the drive shaft.
